We held our breath lor a few 
seconds Wednesday morninji, 
when two trucks came so near 
a collision on tlie cornel by the 
dead man that it was a miracle 
tiiey dij not crash. It was' not 
ii case of not seeing the dead 
man, nor of not seeing the oth¬ 
er car, it seemed to be a ques¬ 
tion ol right-of-way. 

The dead man will nevei save 

accidents and trouble until 
we come to the point where we 
abide by the trallic i-egulaling 
it. Everyone must decide to 
keep to the right. That is 
very important thing. We see 
motorists c.very now and then 
pull up ready to cut the corner, 
and take a i>eep up the road. Ii 
it is clear they keep on, if not 
they back up and go around. 
Very dangerous business indeoL 
In case of a car close l>ehind, 
and you have to liack up to 
clear the corner ioi an ai)proa(h 
ing car, what of the fellow be¬ 
hind vou. It is not very far 
around the sign, and when YOU 
KEEP TO THE IHOIIT. then if 
anything luq^pei^ you have the 
law on your side, and this has 
proven to be a big thing in the 
majority ol car crashes. 

Another thing, the town has 
put up with considerable in the 
way of disrespect for traftic 
laws, and said nothing. With 
thi.s marker on the interscctiim 
the oflicers would bq justified in 
taking up every oflender, and it 
begins to look as though they 
may have to in their eflorts to 
protect the lives ot our fellow 
citizens.

“What’s worse' than drink?” 
asked the temperance lecturer. 
“Thirst,” was the feeling reply 
from one member of 'his aud- 
ion’ce. No doubt this listener’s 
throat had liecome dry and so 
he longed for a cool drink; he 
was thirsty. 

This sensation which wo call 
thirst is a signal that the lx)dy 
is in need of more fluid. The 
secretion of saliva decreases in 
sympathy with a general loss of 
lubricated; there ic a fe 3 ling of 
l»ody fluids: the throat is not 
.drvness, and we say tlMit-we are 
thirsty. 

For a time, t^iis sensation 
may be overcome by chewing 
anything which causes an in¬ 
crease in the flow of saliva. This 
does not, of course, relievo the 
thirst, but it does, for a time, 
overcome the sensation of dry¬ 
ness of the throat arising from 
thirst. The demand for fluid 
should bj heeded when it makes 
itself felt, l)ecause at this time, 
the l>ody really* needs more fluid 
ill order to perforin its func¬ 
tions properly. 

The best and most simple way 
to quench thirst and to prci/idc 
the body with the fluids it re¬ 
quires is by drinking water. It 
is unwise to drink quickly large 
amounts of cold water. Colt! wa¬ 
ter should l)e sipped; this allows 
for its pleasant cooliie.s.s to be 
felt ill tho throat and avoids 
chilling of tlie stomach. 

What the individual drinks is 
largely a matter of habit, and 
if the individual prefers to add 
something to tlie water, lliore is 
no objection, jirovided the mat¬ 
erial added is harmless, or, bet¬ 
ter still, if the added material 
is something of value, such as 
fresh fruit Juice. W'e have, on 
more than one occasion, referr¬ 
ed the value of fresh fruits 
in the diet. The use of fresh 
fruit beverages supplies not e>n- 
ly a |)loasant way of quenching 
thinU; but also of securim*' min 
orals rnd vitamins in abundance. 

Much of the fluid reoulred by 
ihe l)odv is seemed from our 
fijods wliicii contain a ho’go per¬ 
centage of water. Miilc i^ al¬ 
most ninety per cent, water and 
so literally it provides both food 
and drink. 

It is generally agreed that 
most poonie do not use enough 
water, and. that many would en¬ 
joy Ixittor honlth if they did 
use more water. No one can 
lav down ruPi for the ciiuintitv 
of water which each individual 
rhoidd d>ink, beenuse weather 
rnd the degree of iihvsical ac¬ 
tivity plav a ho'go I art in this. 
Wc suggest a glass or two upon 
ari.sing and between meals, as 
tiio r.verage requii omcnls. this 
to Im> supplemented in warm 
weather and following plr-jJcal 
activities.
